The Applicant argued that the electrode configurations of the prior art do not teach electrodes 
configured - as in Fig. 5H - to redirect flow in different directions so as to conform to a geometry of an outlet 
vent. This configuration has the additional benefit of decreasing flow, thereby increasing the particle 
collection ability of the trailing section. 
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F. Other pertinent matters discussed 

No other matters were discussed.
